For Capital 
Of South Korea 


A new life is beginning - for the 
South Korean capital of Seoul. 


Seoul, Mar. 27. 
war-torn 


Anly 25 miles from the battleline, this 540- 
year-old capital is booming under the influence of 


Allied soldiers spending 


freely and purchases of 


material by United Nations Forces. 


sMakeshif{t tea shops, beer 
halls, ill-equipped dance 
halls and thriving blackmarkets 
are seen everywhere, 

Smoke curling up from thou- 
sands of kitchen chimncys tells 
the story of a people who are 
eating again. 

When United Nations forces 
Te-entered the city in March 
1951, only 90,000 ‘half-starved 
persons: remained, 

More’ than 46 per cent of the 
houses had ibeen totally destroy- 
ed, The once modern city, 
where 1,700,000 persons lived 
before the war, lay in blacken- 
ed ruins,. Most buildings which 
had escaped total destruction 
were damaged or shell-mariced. 

But Jack of hospitality in the 
South and sentimental attach- 
ment of their former homes jin- 
fluence citizens to return, 

They came streaming into the 
city, little bands of hungry, ill- 
clothed — stragglers walking 
wearily by shuttered walls and 
rubble heups, 

Despite a rigid blockade of the 
city by South Korean troops and 
United Nationa units, refugees 
used rafts, small boats, pieces of 
boards and even Inflated United 
States army = sleeping bags to 
cross the Han river.

Today, after 25 months of 
liberation, city officials estimate 
Scoul's population at approxi- 
mately 800,000 persons.

The President of South 
Korea, 78-year-old Dr Syngman 
Rhee, like so many others who 
once knew the capital, was un- 
happy living in cites to the 
South. He moved back to Scoul 
several months ago, . 

Dr Rheg exchanged his seven- 
room residence jn Pusan for the 
former Jupanese Governor- 
mansion, which 
remained intact through = the 
frequent bombardments of Scoul, 

In spite of the Eighth Army's 
reluctance, - President Rheo 
eredually moved Government 
oMcials back to Seoul and he 
now has about 30 per cent of his 
Government there.

The danger now—uas_ the 
ecoremic planners in London 
see it—is thal the inward tide 
in the terms of trade will slac- 
ken and may even soon go 
backwards, just af the moment 
when Britaln, under pressure 
from Europe and Latin Amcri- 
ca ond out of fear of reprisals, 
has begun to free imports from 
the recent restrictions. Without 
the external push of the terms 
o€ trade, and without the artifl- 
cial help of the import — cuts, 
the cconomie boat would once 
more drift helplessly out to sea. 


American help in the form of 
a new genera! attack on dol- 
lar trude problems, through 
tariff reform, Wollar , investment 
overseas, and prive stabilisation 
schemes for the Jeading com- 
moditics, could casily come too 
late to do any good. 


British Government — econo- 
mists will therefore watch an- 
xfously to sce how fast the 
Eisenhower Administration, fol- 
lowing the Butler-Eden "talks, 
enarries out its promised broad 
States 
foreign economic policics. 


The situation, from this side 
of the Atlantit, seems strongly 
reminiscent of that facing 
Europe in 1047. Now, as then, 
the question is “How long have 
we gol?" and it is fervently 
hoped that another Harriman 
committee will succeed In con- 
vinelny political leaders in Con- 
gress and in the Administration 
of the need for prompt action. 


“MAY END: SOON 


Though the analysis accepted 
in London may seem somewhat 
far-fetched, there are good 
rounds for the British plea 
that: thelr recent recovery. is 
precarious and may be — short- 
ved. 


They can prove that about 
half the improvement [n_ Bri- 
lain’s balance of payments -last 
yeur was due to better- terms 
of trade, These (the ratio of 
cost of imports to value of ex- 
ports) are now only three per 
Cent higher than they were at 
the outbreak of the Korean war 
—having once been 20 per cent 
higher; we ore almost back at 
June 1950. But in June 1950 
{he trend was already upwards 
and had been so, with pauses 
and interruptions, since 1938. 


It. is certainly ominous that 
the terms of trade, which were 
already cight per cent worse 
than pre-war in 1946, had be- 
come 16 per cent worse In 
1947; 25 per cent worse In 
1950; and by 1951 were as 
much os 40 per cent worse.

This includes deepening 
existing channels to a minimum 
of 27 fect, Improving locks and 
so on, so as to permit ocean- 
Eoing shipping to sail into t 
heart of the Continent-—vessels 
w to ten’ times the tonnage of 
thos already making the 
passage, : 

The seaway plus the planned 
power development — which 
envisayes the installotlon of a 
2,200,000 horse - power hydro 
plant in the International Rapids 
section of the St Lawrence River 
—will run the bill up to over 800 
million dollars. And the sugges- 
tlon is that the United States 
should meet somewhat over half 
of this sum on the grounds that 
Canada has already berne most 
of the preliminary costs.

Decline In Revenue 


Although last: year the Hongkong and Kowloon Wharf & Godown 
Company handled nearly 100 vessels more than in 1951, the cargo dis- 
._ charged dropped by over 40 per cent, said the Hon. John Keswick in his 
statement to shareholders at the annual meeting of the company held: this 


morning. 


He disclosed that there had been 


a decline in earnings from cargo. 


handling operations of roughly 50 per cent, and ke added that he could see 
little prospect of miprovement in the near future, . —- . ; 
-“P am confident that when the political clouds in the Far East cl " 
declared Mr Keswick, “the trade of the Port will regain a more sallsfacturs love 
but it may well be some time before this occurs, and we must resign ourselves in 
the meantime to ‘the intervening lean period.” : ne 


His statement, previously clr- 
cularised to shareholders ‘read: 

At our Apnual General 
Meeting last year 1 emphasised 
the fact that .trade prospects 
were not good and might resute 
Ino serious drop in Earnings 
dusing the year, Cargo move- 
ment In the Port in genera] at 
that time was at a very low 
level and 1 expressed the 
opinion that the position might 
get worse before it got better; 
this prognostication, unfor- 
tunately, proved only too truc. 
Although we continued to haadle 
as many ships as heretofore, the 
lonnages of cargo discharged 
progressively declined until the 
lutter part of the year, When o 
very slight improvement was 
shown and, the figures were 
malntained at that low level 
until the end of the year. 

Although during the cours¢ of 
the year we handled nearly 100 
more vessels than in 1951, the 
cargo discharged dropped by 
over 40%, the actual figures 
being: 837 vessels which dis- 
charged 517,412 tons of cargo 
us compared with 740 vessels 
discharging 901,485 tons In 1951. 
Apart from the actual decline in 
cargo tonnage, the pattern of 
operation in the Port also 
changed og a result of the nre- 
vailing circumstances. The 
number of vessels discharging at 
the wharves decreased 03 com- 
pared with those discharging In 
the stream, and the quantity of 
cargo actually landed into 
Godowns declined more sharply 
than that for transeshipment or 
jocul delivery, 


Our Lighterage rvork vas, of 


course, also adversely affected by. 


the geneml deereate In cargo 
tonnages, and under all opera- 
tional heads except storage our 
revenue ‘vag considerably re- 
duced, Normally approximately 
U5%-“of- our~ total~revenue --Is 
derlvod ifrom cargo handling 
operations as distinct {rem stor- 
age, and you twill readily appre- 


emte, therefore, the effect on our, 


gross revenue of the conditions 
which have prevailed in the Post 
throughout the past year, The 
net result was a decline in 
earnings d¢rcem cargo _ handling 
operations of roughly 50%, On 
the storage side, although no 
congestion such as ovcurred In 
1949/50 “was. experienced, 
Godowns continued to be well 
filled and our revenue from this 
source exceeded that of the pre- 
vious yearby 10%. 


STORAGE CHARGES 


Although, as 1 warned at cur 
last Meeting, we wore ccmpelles 
to make an increase, in our 
Storage Charges evith effect fren 
last April, Tam glad to say it was 
generally appreciated by mer- 
chants that this step ‘had been 
postponed ns long as possible, and 
that even ot dhe revised rates our 
charges still compare favourabty 
with those clsewhere tn the 
Colony, 

The decline in revenue has of 
course, been a matter of serious 
concern fo your Board of Direc- 
tors, and ahey have naturally done. 
everything possible {o ensure 
economy in operation, You will 
undoubtedly appreciate that there 
are certain overheads Jn un 
organisation the size of ous which 
must remain static, despite a 
falling off in trade, ff the
